2. DEFENSE. SATURDAY WASHPOST UPI REPORTED SENATE 
ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE REVERSING AN EARLIER 59 PERCENT 
SLASH IN TRIDENT MISSILE SUBMARINE PROGRAM, VOTED AGAIN 
FRIDAY APPROVING BY 8 TO 7 VOTE THE FULL RESTORATION FOR 
TRIDENT. CONTROVERSIAL TRIDENT PROGRAM SAVED BY SWITCHED 
PROXY VOTE BY GOLDWATER WHO SAID HIS INITIAL WEDNESDAY VOTE 
HAD BEEN MISCAST DUE TO CLERICAL ERROR BY HIS STAFF.

REDUCED BY 25 PERCENT. REUTER ADDS JACKSON SAID PROPOSAL 
WILT. TAKE FORM OF AMENDMENT TO MILITARY PROCUREMENT 
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AUTHORIZATION BILL.

5. TESTING. SATURDAY WASHPOST HAD OTTAWA UPI REPORT- 
ING SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF COMMONWEALTH CONFERENCE REPRESENT- 
ING ALL 32 COUNTRIES UNANIMOUSLY APPROVED A DECLARATION 
CONDEMNING NUCLEAR TESTING. ACCORDING UPI, NEW ZEALAND 

PM KIRK DESCRIBED DECLARATION AS AN APPEAL TO ALL COUN- 
TRIES TO WORK FOR AN END OF ALL TESTS; DECLARATION TEXT 
URGES A NEW AGREEMENT TO BRING ABOUT THE TOTAL CESSATION
